ests. 

Marriage without love is a very mis- 
erable condition, but far more miserable 
if, through poverty, the married pair 
are forced into constant companionship 
and the sight and sound of each other's 
worries 2nd complaints. 

Happiness liesin the middle region, 
sang the old Latin poet thousands of 
years ago, and nothing has been said 
since to supersede his utterance. Noth- 
ing is so desirable in its extreme as in 
its juste milieu, and most certainly this 
axiom applies to the substantial basis of 
married life. 

Two persons of sympathetic tastes, 
temper, habits and aims, marrying upon 
an income sufficient to gratify those 
tastes and habits and to continue the 
pursuits they have enjoyed before mar- 
riage, stand a far better chance for a 
happy life than if they were enormously 
wealthy or extremely poor.

if by anvthing which he wrote or did 
hoe sought to claim the original discovery 
of the New World, the fact has not been 
proven, and Columbus certainly did not 
cnow of or suspect it. for we find hii 
at Seville in 1505, after his retarn from 
lis last voyage, broken, feeble and des- 
titute, sending by Vespucius a letter to 
lis son Diego at the Spanish court, com- 
meneing to him the bearer, whom he, 
the Admiral, had commissioned to plead 
his canse with the obdurate King. The 
valne of Vespucius for this mission lay 
in the fact that he had himself visited 
the Brazilian coast with Alonzo de Ojeda 
in 1499, and could confirm Columbus's 
zccount of the richness of that country. 
As to the final charge that Vespucius 
in his letter claimed to have made a 
voyage in 1497 which he really did not 
make. the evidence seems to be against 
him, but at worst it only convicts him 
ofan effort—out of all harmony with 
his otherwise upright life—to magnify 
his experience as a navigator, and thus 
-coure new employment in that capacity 
trom King Ferdinand, who was then in- 
clined to treat him with neglect. This 
is perhaps begging the question, but the 
essential point in this connection is that 
not even this charge, if trne, nor any 
other established fact, can fix upon Ves- 
pucius the stigma of having sought to 
give his name to the realm that had 
been found by Columbus. That which 
actually happened resulted, by curious 
accident, from the fact that he hada 
penchant for writing, which the more 
sedate and precceupied Columbus had 
not.—From ‘The Baptismal Font of 
America,” by Frank H. Mason, in Har-

BIG WATER SYSTEM. 


TO CONNECT LAKE WINNIPEG WITH 
THE GULF OF MEXICO. 


Only One Canal Needed to Supply Navi- 
gable Water the Entire Distance—The 
Promoters Consult+d With the U. S 
War Depariment in Kefercnce to the 
Project. 


Congressman Boen and McCleary, 
of this state, are consulting with the 
engineers of the war department on 
the feasibility of connecting Lake 
Traverse and Big Stone Lake, in the 
northern part of the state, which 
would give uninterrupted navigation 
from the Gulf of Mexico to Lake Win- 
nipeg in Manitoba. 

It is believed that the enti-e cost 
of building a canal between the two 
lakes and improving Minnesota river 
and che Red river of the north, suffi- 
cient to allow Mississippi river 
steamers to pass over them in safety 
would he less than $1,000,000. 

The Minnesota river flows into 
the Mississippi a few miles below St. 
Paul. Ii finds its source in Big 
Stone iake, removed = only a few 
miles from Traverse lake. From Tra 
verse luke flows the Red river of the 
north direct to Lake Winnipeg, 
which has then an ontlet in Hudson 
Bay by the Nelson river. 

The scheme outiined above is not 
of recent conception. The late ta- 
mented Consul Taylor, who always 
took a keen interest in the improve 
ment of Northwestern waterways in 
order that ihey could be used for tie 
transport of goods and produce and 
thus furnish competition against tue 
rajiroads, years ago entertained the 
idea that Messrs Boen & MeCleary 
are now working on. The consui 
studied the matter thoroughly and 
made calculations on the economic 
value of uninterrupted navigation be- 
iween Luke Winnipeg and the Mis- 
sissippi His figures showed tliat 
many thousands of dollars would be 
saved annually in the matter of 
freights to Minnesota, Dukota, Mani- 
tobu and the Northwest Territor.es. 
He elaborated the scheme by 
gesting a canal at Grand Rapids on 
the Saskatchewan which would add 
to the system

Mr. Wm. Clougher, of Winnipeg, has 
as most people know, a large farm at 
St. Jean. The High water in the 
Red River last spring flooded all 
that vicinity, and not till after the 
middie of June was tie land ina fit 
state for seeding. Mr. Ciougher pro- 
ceeded at once to seeding, putting 


down amongst other crops about 
225 acres of wheat and 100° acres 
of flax. 

The results have been more than 


satisfactory. Mr.Clougher has left in 
the Free Press office a smail bundle 
of these produets of a most beauti- 
ful quality. 

The wheat Was sown on the 19th 
of June and reaped on the 10th of 
Seprembere82 days. «. The straw jis 
as clean as possible; and what/is 
still better, the grain is simpiy a 
perfect sample, pronounced by Mr. 
Atkinson, president of the grain ex- 
change, ‘eXtra No. 1 hard,” as 
shown by a hand-threshed sample. 
The calculation shows the yield per 
acre not excessively large, about 18 
to 20 bushels, but the quality more 
than atones, being as already repre- 
sented and weighing by actual test 
63 1-2 lbs. per bushel. 

The fiax is a sample of sowing of 
June 20th. The yield of seed will be 
at least 20 bushels per acre.

Matches and pins being among the 
most common things in daily use, it is 
seldom that any thought is bestowed 
upon them. Matches that are ignited 
by friction were first made in 1829, be- 
fore which time they were made to 
catch fire from a spark struck from 
flint or steel—a very inconvenient me- 
thod. Itis hard tosay how many mil 
lions of matches are made in a day, but 
when the number of people that use them 
is reckoned, the total sum is appalling. 
Probably in the city of New York alone 
over twenty million matches are used 
every twenty‘four hours. But matches 
are such little things that nobody ever 
seems to think of them. From an ordi- 
nary three inch plank 156,000 matches 
may be made, yet even at that rate the 
lumber used in the match business at- 
tains enormous proportions. 

Pins are mentioned as far back as 
1484, but not until the beginning of this 
century were they manufactured by 
machinery. The old way of making 
each pin by hand must have been very 
tedious, and it is not likely that people 
were so careless with them then, as they 
were innch more expensive than now. 
It has often been wondered what be- 
comes of the pins that are lost, but it is 
hard to say.
